HAWAIIAN ISLANDS. 


The Latent Intelligence Is to the EH'ec 


that the Desire for Annexation i 
Gaining Ground. 


SAN FRANCISCO, May 12.—The steame 


Monowai from Australia via. Honoluli 
arrived this evening with the latest de 
tails of the political situation in th 
Hawaiian Islands. 


HONOLULU, May 4.—The proposition 


to establish a Hawaiian republic, whic' 
uas brobably never been seriously en 
tertained even by those advancing 
since the creation of the provisiona 
government, has not been materiallj 
promoted during the past week. 


A meating of the planters was in 


'•ited by Glaus Spreckles on the 25t] 
of April at which the latter explained 
.iis ideas of a republic in detail am 
offered for adoption a communication 
to President Cleveland opposing annex 
ition because of the difficulties i 
would place in the way of obtaining 
cheap labor necessary to plantation 
,vork. The matter was not discussec 
it any length except by Spreckles him 
self and the communication was re 
'erred to a committee. At a subse 
[ueiit meeting the communication was 
•helved, some of the planters presen 
leclaring themselves ready to concede 
mything to secure annexation. 


A convention of the Hawaiian Patri 


Mic League was held May 1st, there 
>eing about fifty delegates presen 
rom all the islands. The object of the 
onveation was to frame a memorial to 
Jommi sioner Blount which would be 
•xprassive of the natives' wishes in the 
natter of government. Such a memo 
rial, which was against the annexation 
novement, was afterwards presentee 
o Blount. 


A delegation from the Mauri Annex 


itiou Club called on Commissioner 
31ount May 1st. The chairman in ad- 
Iresoing the commissioner said the 
telegation wished to assure him thai 
che annexation sentiment was growing 
in favor among the natives as well as 
oraigners on the islands of Mauri, 
Commissioner Blount in replying to 
che address asked the chairman if in 
che event of annexation the natives 
.vould expect to become voters, to 
vhich the chairman replied that they 
vould expect it. 


The natives of other islands ara ex- 


desirous that the commis- 


should pay them a visit, and it 


s not to be questioned that his recep- 
tion by them would exceed that given 
my other personage except the queen 


Blount at different times has ex- 


>rsssed different ideas as to his trip. 
L'o a member of the bench he said a 
\)w days ago: 


"I do not want to go to the other 


.slancls. 
I have taken considerable 


responsibility upon myself in lowering 
the flag, aud I waat to remain here so 
that I could order the troops ashore in 
jase of any trouble." 


It is thought by very many of the 


people here that the commissioner will 
oz-der the American flag hoisted again 
above the government buildings before 
ae 
returns home. 
The 
situation 


aere may be summed up in a few words. 
The people of the provisional govern- 
;neat believe itself strong enough to 
juell any internal disturbance and 
maintain itself in authority. The min-

FOSTER'S FORECAST. 


A Dangerous Storm Predicted — Great 


Floods iu tlie Past—Tho JBarth Solid- 
Changes In the Density of the Atmo- 
sphere.

ST. JOEPHS, Mo., May 13.—My last 


bulletin gave forecasts of the storm 
wave to cross the continent from May 
15th to 19th, and the next will reach 
the Pacific coast about the 20tb, cross 
the western mountains by the close of 
the 21st, the great central valleys from 
the 22d to the 24th, and the eastern 
states about the 25th. 


This will be a dangerous storm 


throughout its path across tho contin- 
ent, but will have greatest force east of 
the Mississippi from the 23d to the 
20th. 


The warm wave will cross the west- 


ern mountains about the 20th, tho greal 
central valleys about the 2-!d and the 
Ocistern states about the 24th. Tho cool 
wave will cross the western mountain? 
about the 23d, the great central valleys 
about the 25th and the eastern states 
about the 27th. Some danger of frostf 
in Dakota, Minnesota,-Wisconsin and 
Michigan about the 25th. 


Rainfall will become more generallj 


and evenly distributed and the drouths 
and floods lets disastrous. 


RECORDS OF QBE AT FLOODS. 


Geologisis tell us that the ancient 


aeeans and seas were very small at 
compared to those of the present. Ho\\ 
could they have been so greatly in- 
creased without a Hood t It might be 
claimed that the increase has been 
s'o v, gradual. But we must remembt r 
that tiie earth is now absorbing tLe 
waters of the oceans. In the deepest 
mines water, in old cavities, is found 
running down toward the center of tht 
earth, and if there are cavities enougl 
in the earth they will eventually absord 
all the water of the oceans. 


If geologists are correct when thej 


declare that volcanoes aro fedbyheatec 
lava from the central and moten por- 
iions of the earth vast cavities are con- 
stantly forming by the throwing up of 
that lava and these will continue tc 
absorb the waters as long as voloanoei 
burn out, leaving great hollow in- 
teriors. 


Many years ago, about 1860,1 saw the 


necessity for an accumulation oC watei 
from some outside source, in order t< 
account for the oceans deeper now thai 
formerly and I had a theory that, dur- 
ing the 26,000 years required for om 
sun and solar system to go once arounc' 
their great center, they encounter vat-1 
nebulous formations of aqueous mattei 
which enormously increase the amouui 
of rainfall, but while this theory is not 
without arguments to support it I have 
gradually given it up for the betf.ei 
supportod theory advocated by Pro- 
fessora Vaii, Totten, Henry, Tice ai.d 
others that our" earth was once sur- 
rounded by water belts as now is tie 
case with Jupiter, Saturn and othtr 
planets. 


The outside ring of Saturn is 1),OC( 


miles deep, although very narrow, anc 
the insido ring is not more than 10,OCC 
miles from the bolts of the planet. At 
the outer ring is 173,000 miles in diam- 
eter, this shows the rings, altogethei, 
to be about 37,000 miles deep all arounc 
the planet, and if those rings—sayinj. 
nothing of the vastly deep and un.- 
versal belelts nearer the planet—were 
to fall onto tho body of Saturn, itwoulc 
caut,e a universal cataclysm on that 
planet equal to all that is claimed foi 
Noah's flood, and the fall oC our drif i 
clays asi argued by Ignatius Douelly, 
and the fall of carbon claimed by Prof. 
Vail and others. 


SOLID TO ITS CENTER. 


Geologists generally admit thai; the 


absorption of ocean waters by the eartL 
has greatly lowered the surface of the 
oceans. Those who believe the earth'f 
crust to be about fifteen or twentj 
miles in depth say that crust woulu 
absorb enough water to lower the 
oceans 400 feet, while others estimating 
the crust to be 100 miles thick claim 
that it would absorb enough to lower 
the oceans from 2,500 to 8,000 feet. I 
regard the interior of the earth heat 
theory to be chi)dish nonsense not 
worthy of a discussion. The earth it 
solid to the center, and fissures, prob- 
ably running all through it, have ab- 
torbed vast quantities of ocean water. 


As geologists believe that they have 


unmistakable evidences that the an- 
cient"ooeans were very small, there has. 
evidently been a great change in the 
amount of watar on the earth, and had 
there not been a recent flood the earth 
would have absorbed "its fill of water 
long ago, if, as all geologibts assert, our 
planet is milliozis of years old. The 
facts of geology will not permit niiy 
other conclusion than that thero have 
been great floods that camo from space. 
Among these indisputable facts are the 
frequent total destructions of animal 
life, as recorded in the earth's strata, 
accompanied by a change in the waters 
of the oceans and followed by new life 
forms. 


ATAIOSPUEBIC CHANGES. 


Our earth once had a heavier atmo- 


sphere than now. The enormous ani- 
mals that have become extinct required 
a deeper, denser atmosphere than we 
now have. A heavier atmosphere would 
produce larger and more unwieldy ani- 
mals than now can exist on the earth 
and they would be longer lived. If 
man existed then the conditions that 
developed the mammoth and the great 
sea animals would have also developed 
a long lived race of giants. We are not 
without evidences of a race of giants 
before Noah's flood and a people who 
lived to great ages. 


Is there any other way by which the 


atmosphere of ancient ages could have 
become vastly heavier than now except 
by the suspension of aqueous and 
other mattei' as we Bee now in the belts 
of other planets, and can the eudden

animal forms, of the evident weight of 
oiir atmosphere, be accounted for in 
any other way than by a downfall of 
aerial matter, thereby leaving a lighter 
atmosphere and forming fresh water 
jceans 1 


About the time marked by the geo- 


logical record for a great flood of waters 
the earth is known to have been cov- 
ered by fresh water seas while the 
jarlier deposits give evidence of seas 
,trongly impregnated with salt, lime, 
carbon and other minerals. How could 
iuch a change occur other than by a 
lood, not from clouds in the atmo- 
sphere as we understand the rainfall of 
our time, but from great belts thous- 
inds 6f miles in depth that had been 
revolving around our earth for ten 
thousand years or more. 


The scientist who demands that the 


records of Noah's flood must be con- 
iemned will find his own theories con- 
temned by the geologic records of the 
earth.
